Allocations  depend  upon  the 
amount  of  money  which  Congress  appropriates  and  upon  any  changes  made  in  the  Elementary 
and  Secondary  Education  Act.     When  the  final  action  is  taken  and  the  1968-69  allocations 
are  determined,  you  will  be  notified,

The  application  forms  for  1968-69  have  been  condensed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion from  those  produced  by  the  U,   S,  Office  of  Education.     For  your  convenience,  the 
instructions  for  each  page  of  the  application  are  found  on  the  preceding  page.  Please 
study  the  application  forms  and  their  accompanying  instructions  before  you  proceed  with 
your  application. 


APPLICATION  DEADLINES  FOR  1968-69   .    .  . 

1.  November  j^,   1968  is  the  deadline  for  submitting  applications  for  projects  for  which 
activities  would  commence  prior  to  June  1969, 

2.  February  10,   1969  is  the  deadline  for  submitting  applications  for  projects  for  which 
activities  would  commence  in  June  1969  or  later. 


ESEA  TITLE  I  APPLICATIONS       ,    .   707=  LIMIT 


The  Department  of  Public  Instruction  has  been  advised  by  the  U.   S.   Office  of  Education 
to  accept  and  approve  applications  for  1968-69  projects.     Until  funds  are  appropriated 
and  final  allocations  are  determined,   projects  may  be  submitted  with  the  following 
restriction:     No  district's  project  application  amount  may  exceed  10%  of  the  district's 
1967-68  final  allocation,  as  published  in  ESEA  Title  I  Bulletin  No.   14,  February  16, 
1968.     When  final  allocations  for  1968-69  are  available,   projects  approved  earlier  may 
be  amended  to  increase  the  project  amount  to  the  district's  final  allocation,   if  the 
final  allocation  exceeds  the  project  amount. 

MINIMUM  PROJECT  APPLICATION  .    .    .  $2,500 

Since  the  Federal  Regulations  require  that  (except  in  very  unusual  situations)  the 
minimum  amount  of  a  project  be  $2,500,  and  since  many  district  allocations  are  less 
than  $2,500,   the  possibility  of  a  cooperative  project  should  be  explored  by  districts 
with  small  allocations.     In  a  cooperative  project,   one  district  is  designated  the 
administrative  and  fiscal  agent  for  the  project   (and  is  called  the  "prime  applicant"). 
The  prime  applicant  submits  the  application  and  is  responsible  for  all  aspects  of  the 
application.     Other  districts  join  in  the  project  as  participating  districts,  and 
share  in  the  activities.     In  this  way,   districts  with  small  allocations  can  participate 
in  ESEA  Title  I,   as  long  as  the  total  value  of  the  project  for  all  participants,  in- 
cluding the  prime  applicant,   is  at  least  $2,500. 


COOPERATIVE  PROJECTS 


The  70%  limit  described  on  page  1  applies  to  cooperative  projects  submitted  at  this  time. 
The  amount  of  the  project  attributable  to  the  prime  applicant,   or  to  any  participating 
district,  may  not  exceed  70%  of  that  district's  1967-68  final  allocation.     Later,  when 
the  final  1968-69  allocations  are  established,   the  cooperative  project  may  be  amended 
if  more  money  is  available. 


APPLICATION  PROCEDURE       .  . 

1.  Read  ESEA  Title  I  Program  Guide  #44  which  contains  criteria  and  an  explanation  of 
factors  to  be  considered  in  the  development  of  approvable  projects. 

2.  Determine  children's  needs  -- 

a.  Review  evaluative  data  from  the  1967-68  project, 

b.  Consider  all  children  in  the  district  including  those  attending  private 
school,   those  not  attending  any  school,   and  those  who  may  need  special 
educational  help.     Get  together  with  private  school  officials  and  Com- 
munity Action  Agency  leaders   (for  Economic  Opportunity  Act  programs)  and 
discuss  possible  needs,      (The  Act  requires  cooperative  efforts.) 

c.  Make  a  survey  of  the  children's  needs,   enlisting  the  help  of  those  who 
work  with  children,   such  as  classroom  teachers,   counselors,  nurses, 
parents,  etc, 

d.  Classify  the  needs  by  type  and  compile  the  results.     Make  a  tentative 
list  of  priorities  based  on  needs  of  disadvantaged  children. 

3.  Select  objectives  to  meet  the  needs, 

4.  Design  approaches   (instructional  activities  and  services)   to  accomplish  the  stated 
objectives , 

5.  Prepare  a  budget.     Estimate  costs  of  the  services  you  are  considering.  Districts 
should  be  prepared  to  employ  additional  staff  to  do  the  work  necessary  to  meet 

U„  S.  Office  of  Education  requirements  for  record- keeping,   evaluation,  reporting 
and  dissemination  of  information. 

6.  Complete  in  detail  the  Title  I  1969  Application  form  and  other  application  require- 
ments.    See  the  check-list  on  the  final  page  of  the  application  form,  Unlike 
previous  years,   a  project  summary  is  not  required.     Therefore,   submit  the  entire 
application  on  or  before  the  application  deadline.
